Solemn high mass of the Catholic 


church was said over the remains of 
Gen. Calixto Garcia in St. Patrick's 
church today, before the body of the 
distinguished Cuban leader was com- 
mitted to the vault in the national 
cemetery at Arlington. 
The service 


was notable in the distinguished gath- 
ering present. All honors of war that 
could be meted out to the national hero 
were bestowed by this government 
upon the lion-hearted old Cuban. 


The church was filled long before 


the funeral procession from the Hotel 
Raleigh arrived. It was escorted by 
two batteries of United States artil- 
lery. 
The procession halted before the 


door and the military guard grounded 
arms, with a ring of metal on the hard 
cold pavement, while, at the same mo- 
ment the church bell aloft tolled softly 
and solemnly. In the church the crowd 
was hushed to perfect stillness through 
which the first notes of the organ 
thrilled with the tenseness of silver 
wire, and rising softly, swelled into 
tender harmony that seemed to be more 
a lullaby than a dirge. 


The solemn procession moved down 


the aisle, the coffin borne by a detail 
of artillerymen. It was draped in the 
Cuban flag. In the pews reserved fdr 
them sat the honorary pall bearers, 
Generals Nelson A. Miles, Henry W. 
L/awton, Joe Wheeler and William R. 
Shafter; Col. John Hay, secretary of 
state; 
senators Thurston,

MILES AND SGKOFIELD 


Give Their Opinions as to the Needs 


of the New Army. 


Expansion Necessarily Means 


a Large Increase. 


Interesting Statements Made Before the Housa 


Military Committee. 


Washington, Dec. 13.—Generals Miles 


and Schofield showed that they wero 
divided on some questions relating: to 
the mariag-ement of the army when they 
appeared before the committee on mili- 
tary affairs yesterday. 


To many it seemed that General Scno- 


field was working directly to antagonize 
General Miles. 
For instance, after al- 


luding to the friction between the com- 
manding general anci the secretary of 
war, and saying that the present system 
makes it possible for the secretary 
to practically ignore the commanding' 
general, he recommended that the reg- 
ulations be so altered that the president 
have the power to select his command- 
ing general at any time. 


He also said h« was opposed to the 


title "lieutenant general," on which, it is 
said, General Miles has set his heart, 
and he would substitute the title "gen- 
eral-in-chief." 


General Miles promptly took excep- 


tions to those views, and sa,id the plan 
•would lead to favoritism in the selec- 
tion, it left to the president. 
He showed 


some feeling when he said he did not 
speak from a personal standpoint, "as 
he was ready to be retired at any time," 
and also when he said that GeneraJs 
Merritt, Brooke and himself had come 
thitougrh the recent war without hope 
of recognition. 


General Miles began by explaining 


\vhat he proposed to accomplish in his 
new army bill. 


The experience of the last 3rear, he 


said, had demonstrated that our pres- 
ent military estimate was inadequate 
to maintain our position as a firs^-class 
power. 


The war with Spain had shown pretty 


clearly how many men would be re- 
quired. 
The war had required 52,000 


men for actual field operations at va- 
rious points. 
Of these 22,000 men went 


to Manila, 20,000 to Cuba and 10,000 to 
Porto- Rico. 
Thesis were men actually 


In the presence of the hostile enemy. 
Since then there had been reinforce- 
ments for garrison and other purposes. 
At the same time the general pointed 
out the necessity at horn a must not be 
overlooked; the entire frontier had been 
stripped of troops during the late war. 


men were needed abroad and 35,000 at 
home.

I'or I\ror*;::ni:ca1]on of Army. 


Washington, Dec. 13.—Representative 


McClellan of Xew York, a member of the 
military affairs committee of the housi^ 
introduced in ths house a bill for the re-' 
organization of the army. It was drawn 
after consultation with many army of- 
ficers and is supposed to represent the 
ideas of the younger element of the 
army. It makes some very 
radical 


changes in the staff and has some novel 
features. It consolidates the adjutant 
general's department and the inspector 
general's department in the general staff, 
absorbs the ordnance department into 
the artillery corps and abolishes the 
signal corps, transferring the duties ot 
that corps to the engineer corps and the 
officers to the infantry. It gives the 
quartermaster's and subsistence depart- 
ments each a regiment of 1000 enlisted 
men. 
It adopts the cavalry strength of 


the Miles bill, the artillery strength ol 
the Hull bill and the infantry strength 
of the Miles hill. One of the new fea- 
tures is a requirement that all officers of 
the genera! staiT shall perform a tour o£ 
duty before each promotion, which would 
give them line duty at least every 10 
years. This is the German method. The 
hill also cieates an equipment depart- 
ment to rehave the quartermaster's de- 
partment and confines the duties of the 
latter solely to transportation. 


Bryan's Resignation Accepted. 


"Washington, Dec. 13.—All doubt re- 


specting the intentions of Colonel Bryan 
was removed by the receipt at the war 
department yesterday of a telegram 
from him stating that he had mailed 
his resignation of his commission as a 
colonel of volunteers, and that it was ap- 
proved by the division and corps com- 
manders. The written resignation came 
to the war department in the afternoon 
by mail, and was immediately accepted, 
notice of that fact being telegraphed to 
Colonel Bryan.

These cosislderations, said General 


Miles, had led him to recommend a stan- 
dard of one soldier for 1000 of population 
at home, with native troops in the newly 
acquired colonies on a basis of two na- 
tive soldiers for every 1000 population. 


"If we are to be a first class power in 


the world," proceeded General Miles, 
"we must have a military system ade- 
quate to meet our responsibilities the 
world over. I believe in making- that 
system so small that it will not be a 
menace to the American people and at 
the same time large enough to make it 
adequate for any emergency." 


The science of war had undergone a 


complete change since the das's of our 
forefathers, General Miles said, and now 
Bmokeless powder, long-range rifles and 
machine guns were the decisive elements. 
With this changed condition he thought 
one soldier to 1000 population would give 
an army entirely adequate for every 
need. It would give an army of 62,000, 
according to the last census, and about 
75,000 on the estimated population of to- 
day. In addition to this force the use 
of native troops would make an effective 
body in the several colonies. 


General Miles said we now have a 


greater number of our men abroad than 
any other country, except, perhaps, 
Great Britain. The British force in 
Egypt was hardly more than 3500 men. 
On the basis of two native soldiers for 
every 1000 population, the native troops 
in Porto Rico would be recruited up to 
about 2000 and in Cuba up to about 3000. 


"And if we are to keep the Philippines, 


and I have no more idea that we will give 
up Manila than we will give up Bunker 
Hill or any other place immortalized in 
our history, then this native force will 
largely augment our own troops there, 
and I understand the natives are ready 
to enter upon this service." 


Constructor Hichborn Says the Jiary De- 


partment Was JMiamamijjKil, 


Philadelphia, Dec. 13.—Naval Con- 


structor Hichborn was a witness for the 
defense yesterday in the court-martial 
of Naval Constructor Hanscom. Mr. 
Hichborn s^id: "I have known, Mr. 
Hanscom as an able officer and a com- 
petent instructor, and, as far as I know, 
there can be no question as to his in- 
tegrity. He worked day and night and 
on Sundays. The deficiency that the de- 
partment most felt was the lack of tor- 
pedo boats. The Mackenzie was then 
being finished in this yard, and the work 
was hurried by the authorities in Wash- 
ington." 


"You believed, did yow not, that the 


accused was not fit or competent to carry 
the burden placed upon his shoulders?" 


"I did not. No department in the navy 


was properly managed. I believe that 
Mr. Hanscom did as well as the exig- 
encies of the var would permit, as d\d 
every man in the service. Mr. Hanscom 
had a specially hard job." 


Commodore John W. Philip expressed 


the greatest faith in Mr. Hanscom's char- 
acter. 


General Miles then turned his attention 


to the bill drawn by him. Ke had pre- 
pared this, ho Said, simply in order to ex- 
press his views in definite form. He ex- 
plained in detail the provisions as to 
cavalry, artillery, infantry and 
staff. 


As to cavalry organizations, he said the 
tendency was to reduce the number o£ 
men in a regiment, as experience had 1 
shown that 1000 men was about a.s many | 
as a colonel could maneuver with effect, j 
As to the artillnry, he urged that the 
four-gun formation was more desirable 
than the six;gun, in giving to the enemy 
the first effective blows, which were the 
decisive ones. 


The hearing took quite a spirited 


turn when several of the Democratic 
members ol the committee began cross- 
qiipstinniner General Miles. 
Wlipn Mr. 


Cox asked that the minority have an 
opportunity to ask 
some questions. 


Chairman Hull expressed the hope that 
the committee would not divide on po- 
litical lines, as it had never before 
•eparated into majority and minority. 


When asked how many troops were 


rectuired in Cuba, G«neral Miles said 
that as troops were moving1 there now 
h« would not go into details on that point, 
aa it might be erroneously construed 
as comment on his superiors in office.

Valuable Church Property. 


The bishops and clergy of the Catho- 


lic church in New York are noted for 
the wisdom displayed in the purchase 
of real estate sites for their churches, 
Gobools and asylums. In nearly every 
case tbe land tbua bongbt has increased 
in value enormously. Tbe site of St. 
Patrick's ontbedral, on Fifth avenue, 
•was originally bought at a sheriff's 
foreclosure sale for a cemetery for St. 
Peter's and St. Patrick's congregations. 
The rapid growth of the city, however, 
in that direction soon showed that this 
purpose was not the best use to wbich 
it conld be put. It is now one of the 
most central and important parts of the 
metropolis. Just nortb of tbe catbedral 
the church owns two city blocks, now 
occupied by its orphan asylum, and 
worth at least $3,000,000 
The growth 


of the city has made the aite undesira- 
ble for an asylum, as well as far too 
valuable to be retained for such a pur- 
pose 
Archbishop Corrigan and his lay 


advisers have, therefore, purchased a 
new site on Seclgwick avenue, in tbe 
Bronx district, just north of the Webb 
Home For Shipbuilders and overlooking 
tbe Harlem river. The property com- 
prises SO acres, and is admirably adapt- 
ed for au orphan asylum, being both 
bealtby and beautiful. In time it will 
become as valuable as the church prop- 
erty now to be sold. 


Gotham's Social Center. 


New York bas just suffered a severe 


shaking up — socially By authoritative 
act its social center was changed two 
blocks. The arbiter of all that is fash- 
ionable, Tbo Social Register for 1899, 
bas been issued, and now the social cen- 
ter is in Fifth avenue, midway between

Two Expert Watchmakers. 


fSpe ;lal Correspondence.] 


The department of agriculture has 


beeu obliged .to auioud its plans for giv- 
ing au exhibit of live stock at the Paris 
exposition. Secretary Wilson had hoped 
to be able to overwhelm rivals with a 
great show cit' American cattle, horses, 
hogs and sheep uuder the auspices of 
the feJernl government. It has been 
'discovered that unfortunately the prev- 
alence of all kinds of diseases anioiit; 
animals in European countries would 
prevent tho return to this country of 
American live stock sent to Paris for 
exhibition. There are also many annoy- 
ing barriers erected by the French re- 
public to embarrass the importation of 
American cattle for any purpose what- 
ever. Those restrictions might be lev- 
eled to permit "live stock to be brought 
into tho country for exhibition, but the 
property uuce there could not be brought 
back to the United State^ for fear of in- 
fecting domestic animals above men- 
tioned. The department of agriculture 
•will encourage American live stock 
raisers and breeders to send specimens 
of the various breeds and varieties of 
horses, cattle, hogs aad sheep to the ex- 
hibition with the understanding that 
they are to be sold in Europe and not 
to be brought back. The American live 
stock exhibit- will at best fall far short 
of expectations, as individual owners 
will hesitate to take risks the govern- 
ment refuses. 


The Pure Floxir Law. 


Since the enactment of the war rev- 


enue measure which put a tax upon 
mixed fiour and caused the packages of 
this commodity to be plainly marked, 
showing what they contain, the use of 
mineraliiie, barytes and other deleteri- 
ous substances in the manufacture of 
flour has almost entirely disappeared. 


The operation of the l:nv h;is caused 


the manufacturers of mixed flour to put 
their product on the :ii:;i'ket for just 
what it is, aud there is no longer a de- 
ception practiced upon the public so far 
as relates to ih<; use of mineraline and 
other subfctr.zices which are injurious to 
health. 


Representative Tav?ney of Minneso- 


ta, whose proposition was adopted by 
congress in preference to the one offer- 
ed by Senator Mason, who was instru- 
mental in securing this legislation, was 
et the treasury department the other day 
and had a conference with the chief of 
the pure flour division. 


Both were much gratified to learn 


that the law is having the effect desir- 
ed. Considerable corn and rice are being 
used in the manufacture of flour, and 
as it is almost impossible to detect these 
substances the manufacturers of this 
mixed flour, which does not contain 
anything injurious to health, may be 
permitted to escape the meshes of tha 
law unless congress can devise some 
scheme by which they can be reached. 


Major Kyton'a Indian Charges. 


Major H. P. Myton, agent for the 


Ute Indians on the Uiutah reservation 
in eastern Utah, has been in the city 
on business with the interior depart- 
ment The major knows the Indian 
character as thoroughly as auy man in 
the government service, and his friends 
have no fears of the success of his ad- 
ministration. He has under his super- 
vision three tribes, all branches of the 
great Ute nation, the Uncompahgres, 
the Uintabs and White Rivers, The 
two last mentioned • tribes would not 
hear to the allotment of their lande in 
severally, but a portion of the Dncom- 
pahgras consented to a partition. Major 
Mytoa says that for beauty of scenery 
the Uintah reservation is not surpassed 
anywhere in America and that the cli- 
mate winter and summer is almost 
ideal.

CANDIDATES 


The men who have had expprience in 
Tie council and in other parts of the 
.Mty government are wondering what 
Is the worth of those- "we promises" 
and "I believes" so generously offered 
to the people by some mayoralty can- 
didates. It matters 
% cy little what a 


mayor may believe ur promise? The 
present mayor believes in a good many 
good things that cannot be brought 
about. The council stands in the way— 
not foolishly in the way by any means. 
It is its business to make the appropri- 
ations and it is the body which is re- 
sponsible for tne amount of money ex- 
pended for any particular thing or 
piece of work. The mayor may promise 
good streets all over the city and keep 
his promises ringing till the crack of 
doom, but he can't 
give what 
he 


promises 
unless the council votes 


money for it. There is no power the 
council has 
which it so carefully 


guards as its power over the expendi- 
ture of money. And no candidate for 
mayor need take it into his head that 
his recommendations, were he mayor, 
would make the council fall all over 
itself in its eagerness to do the thing ' 
recommended. In the face of this it is 
laughable at times to hear the talk of 
men who are out of touch with the 
methods of public business. 


The question of a nine-hour day 


clause in contracts is one which men of 
experience approach with more care 
than the men without experience. The 
public statutes do not provide for it 
though the platform of Mr. Goodrich, 
the democratic candidate for mayor, 
gives the impression that they do. The 
platform says: "I believe that all city 
workmen should be 
placed 
on 
an 


equality in regard to the number of 
hours in a day, and would see that 
provision was made for the nine-hour 
day—legally established for municipal 
employes by our statutes—for work- 
men under the pay of contactors." The 
statutes say nine hours shall constitute 
a day's work for workmen employed 
"by or on behalf" of a city. Only re- 
cently it was found that "on behalf" , 
did not give authority for compelling i 
contractors to observe the nine-hour 
day. 
If contractors could 
be com- ' 


pelled to observe it any local or out-of- 
town firm, which agreed to do a piece , 
of work of any extent, could be forced ; 
to adopt the nine-hour law because the I 
men engaged on the work could be 
considered as employed on behalf of 
the city. The fact is the statutes are 
not plain on the matter. Their wording 
is capable of being construed several 
ways. And Mr. Goodrich would 
be 


about as comfortable seated on a 
picket fence as he would be wrestling 
with statutes to shape them to his 
belief. 


Of course the public statutes cannot 


keep the city from adopting a nine- 
hour day clause for city contracts if 
It. wants to. Up to the present time the 
city has been in the market for the best 
article at the lowest price. This is just 
what the contract system is for, and 
the city has been pledged to that 
system by precedent and by charter 
provisions for the sole purpose of get- 
ting the best article for the lowest 
possible price. To insist on a nine-hour 
day clause in contracts and to insist 
on a clause giving preference to local 
labor would defeat the end for which 
the contract system has been used. The 
city would be no longer in the market 
lor the best article at the lowest pos- 
Mble price. No matter how high the 
opinion concerning the 
efficiency 
of 


i 
i i.,h, ,. u porinnt ],^ held that tor. 


aours of an Italian at $1.25 is as ex- 
pensive as nine hours of a local laborer 
at Sl.SO of $1.75. The whole matter re- 
hoives Itself into the question: la the 
city ready to pay more for public work 
so that local labor may have employ- 
ment and enjoy the benefits of a nine- 
hour day? 


The mayor cannot answer' thifr ffties- 


ticm for the whole city. In the absence 
of an answer from the qualified voters 
of the city the council only can be 
looked to for guidance. The question Is 
one that should be referred to the 
council for two reasons. An anawer to 
it, particularly an 
affirmative one, 


\vould be legislation. Consideration of 
Ihe question Involves the consideration 
of the expenditure 
of money. 
The 


mayor has no authority whatever to 
meddle with legislation, nor with ez- 


pendlture of money beyond the limit 
set for him by vote of the council.

The text 
Is Genesis vii, 10, "The Lord shut him 
in." 


Cosmogony lias no more interesting 


chapter than tho ono which speuks of that 
catastrophe or tho nges, tho submersion of 
our world in time of Noah, the first ship 
carpenter. 
Many of the nations who nev- 


er saw a Bible Imvo a flood jiory—Egyp- 
tian flood story, Grecian flood story, of 
which Ducnlioii was the Noah; Hawaiian 
flood story, Now Zealand flood story, Chi- 
nese flood story. American Indian flood 
Btory—all of vrhiph accounts nftree in the 
Immersion of tho continents under uni- 
versal Kilns, and that there was a ship 
floating with a select fow of the human 
family and with specimens of zoological 
and ornithological and reptilian worlds, 
eH'hough I could have wished that these 
last had bsen shut out of the ark and 
drowned. 


All of these flood stories represent the 


ship thus afloat as finally stranded on a 
mountain top. 
Hugh Miller in his "Tes- 


timony of tho Rooks" thinks that all these 
flood stories trere infirm traditions of the 
Bibllnal account, aud I believe him. The 
worst thing about that great freshet was | 
that it struck Noah's Great Eastern from I 
above and beneath. 
The seas broke the ' 


chain of sheila and crystal and rolled over | 
the land, and the heavens opened their 
clouds for falling columns of water which 
roared and thundered on the roof of tho 
great chjp for a mouth and ten days. 
Thero was one door to tho ship, but there 
were three parts to that door, one part for 
•ach of tho threa stories. The Bible ao- 
couct says nothing about parts of the door 
belonging to two of the stories, and I do 
not know on which floor Noah and his 
family voyaged, but my next tells us that 
the part of the door of that particular floor 
on which Noah staid was closed after he 
had entered. 
"The Lord shut him in." 


80 there are many people now in the world 
who are as thoroughly shut in, some by 
•ickness, some by old age, some by special 
duties that will not allow them to go 
forth, some surrounded by deluges of mis- 
fortune and trouble, and for them I often 
receive messages, and this sermon, which 
I hope may do good to others, is more es- 
pecially intended for them. Today I ad- 
dress the shut in. "The Lord ehut him 
in." 
The Cloned Door. 


Notice first of all who closed the door so 


that they could not get out. Noah did not 
do it, nor his son Shem, nor did Ham, nor 
did Japheth, nor did either of the four 
married women who were on shipboard, 
nor did desperadoes who had scoffed at the 
idea of peril which Noah had been preach- 
ing close that door. 
They had turned 


their backs on the ark and had in disgust 
gone away. I will toll you how it was 
done. A hand was stretched down from 
heaven to close that door. It was a divine 
hand as well as a kind hand. "The Lord 
ehut him in." 


And the same kind and sympathetic be- 


ing has shut you in, iny reader or my 
bearer. 
Yon thought it was an accident, 


ascribable to the carelessness or misdoings 
of others, or a ijiare "happen so." No, 
no! God had gracious design for your 
betterment, for the cultivation of your 
patience, for the strengthening of your 
faith, for the advantage you might gain 
by seclusion, for your eternal salvation. 
He put you in a schoolroom, where you 
could learn in sir months or a year more 
than you could have learned anywhere 
else in a lifetime. He turned the lattice 
OP pulled tf&wn the blinds of the sickroom, 
or put your swollen foot on an ottoman, 
or held you omid the pillows of a couch 
which you could not leave, for some rea- 
son that you may not now understand, but 
which he has promised he will explain to 
you satisfactorily, if not in this world, 
then In tho world to come, for he has 
§aid, "\Vhot I do thou knowest not now, 
but thou shalt know hereafter!" 


The world has no statistics as to the 


Dumber of invalids. The physicians know 
something about it, and the apothecaries 
and the pastors, but who can tell us the 
number of blind eyes, and deaf ears, and 
diseased luftgs, and congested livers, and 
jangled nerves, and neuralgic temples, 
and rheumatic feet, or how many took no 
food this morning because they had no ap- 
petite to eat or digestive organs to assim- 
ilate, or hare lungs so delicate they can- 
not go forth when the wind is in the east, 
or there is a fog rising from the river, or 
there is a dampness on the ground or 
pavement because of the frost coming out? 
It would be easy to count the people who 
every day go through a street, or the num- 
ber of passengers carried by a railroad 
company in a year, or the number of those 
who cross the ocean in ships. But who

Aye, but tho visitor 
calling ut that room, then closing the door 
softly aud going away, tells tho story, and 
tho wiiolo neighborhood hears it, aud it 
will take all eternity to realize tbe grand 
and uplifting influence of that sermon 
ab'jut God and the soul, though preached 
to on uudlonce of only one man or onewo- 
U'an. The Lord has ordained all such in- 
\alids for a style of usefulness which ath- 
letics and men of 300 healthy avoirdupois 
cannot affect. 
It WHS not an enemy that 


fastened you In that one room or sont you 
on crutches, the longasc journey you have 
uinde for many weeks being from bed to 
sofa aud from sofa to looking glass, where 
you are shocked at tbe puilor of yo:;r own 
cheek and tho pinchedness «,f your fea- 
tures; then back again from mirror to 
sofa and sofa to bed, with a long sigh say- 
ing:, "How good it feels to get back again 
to my old place on the pillow!" Remem- 
ber who it is that appointed the day wh»n 
for the firpt time in many years yon could 
not go to business and who has kept a rec- 
ord ot all the weary ilnys and all tho sleep- 
less nlfjhts of your esllo from the world. 
O weary man! O feebla woman, it was 
the Lord who shut you in! Do you re- 
member that some of the noblest and best 
of men have been prisoners? Ezekiel a 
prisoner, Jeremiah a prisoner, Paul a pris- 
oner, St. John a prisoner, John Bunyan a 
prisoner. 
Though huwan hato seemed to 


have all to do with them, really the Lord 
shut them in. 


The Women In tbe Ark. 


Ko doubt, while on that voyage, Noah 


and his three sons and all the four ladies 
of the antediluvian world often thought of 
the bright hillsides and tho green fields 
where they had walked and of the homes 
where they had lived. 
They had had 


many years of experiences. Noah was 600 
years old at the time of this convulsion of 
nature. He had seen 600 springtimes, 600 
Bummers, 600 autumns, 600 winters. We 
are not told how old his wife was at this 
wreck of earth and eky. The Bible tolls 
the age of a great many men, but only 
once gives a woman's age. Atone time 
it gives Adam's age aa J30 years, and 
Jared's age as 169 years, and Enoch's age 
as 365 years, and all up aud down the 
Bible it gives the aga of men, bnt does 
not give the age of women. 
Why? Be- 


cause, I suppose, a woman's age is none 
of our business. Bnt all the men and 
women that tossed in that oriental craft 
had lived long enough to remember a 
great many of the mercies and kindnesses 
of God, and they could not blot out, and I 
think they bad no disposition to blot out 
tbe memory of those brightnesses, though 
now they were shut In. Neither should 
the shut in of our time forget tbe bless- 
ings of the past. Have you been blind for 
ten years? Thank God for tbe time when 
yon saw as clearly as any of us can see, 
and let the pageant of all the radiant land- 
scapes and illumined skies which you ever 
looked upon kindle your rapturous grati- 
tude. I do not see Raphael's "Madonna 
di San Sisto" in the picture gallery of 
Dresden, nor Rubens' "Descent From the 
Cross" at Antwerp, nor Michael Angelo's 
"Last Judgment" on the ceiling of the 
Vatican, nor Saint Sophia at Constan- 
tinople, nor the Parthenon on the Acro- 
polis, nor the Taj Mahal of India. 
But 


shall I not thank God that I have seen 
them? Is it possible that such midnight 
darkness shall ever blast my vision that I 
cannot call them up again? Perhaps you 
are 90 deaf that you cannot hear the chirp 
of bird or solo of cantatrice, or even organ 
in full diapason, though you feel the foun- 
dations tremble under its majestic roll, or 
even the thunderstorm that makes Mount 
Washington echo. But are you not grate- 
ful that once you could hear trill and chant 
and carol fioxology? I cannot this hour 
bear Jenny Lind sing "Comin Through 
tbe Bye," or Ole Bull's enchanted viol, or 
Parepa Rosa's triumphant voice over 
many thousands of voices and many thou- 
sands of instruments in the national peace 
jubilee of 33 years ago, all these sounds 
accompanied by the ringing of bells and 
the guns on Boston Common. But can I 
ever have my ears go silenced that I will 
not remember that I did hear them? Are 
you chained to your room now, your pow- 
ers of locomotion all gone, or, if coming 
to the bouse of God, every step la a tor- 
ture? 


Do you. forget when in childhood yon 


danced and skipped because you were so 
full of life you had not patience to walk, 
and in after years you climbed the moun- 
tains of Switzerland, putting your alpen- 
stock high up on glaciers which few others 
ever dared and jumped long reaches in 
competition, and after a walk of ten miles 
you came in jocund as the morning? Oh, 
pou shut ins! 
Thank God for a vivid 


memory of the times when you were free 
as the chamois on the rocks, as the eagle 
going straight for the sun. When the rain 
pounded the roof of the ark, the eight voy- 
igers on that craft did not forget the time 
when it gayly pattered in a summer show- 
er, and when the door of the ark shut to 
keep out the tempest they did not forget 
the time when tho door of their home in 
Armenia was closed to keep out the spring 
tains which came to fill the cups of lily 
and honeysuckle and make all the trees of 
the wood clap their hands. 


Shnt Off From Temptation. 


Again, notice that during that 40 days 


of storm which rocked that ship on that 
universal ocean of Noah's time the door 
which shut the captain of the ship inside 
the craft kept him from many outside per 
Us. Bow those wrathful seas would like 
to have got their wet hands on Noah and 
pulled him out and sunk him 1 And do all 
of you of the great army of the shut in 
realize, though you have special temp 
tatlons where you are now, how much of 
tho outside style of temptation you escape? 
Do you. the merchant incarcerated in the 
sickroom, realize that every hour of the 
day yon spend looking out of the window 
or gazing at the particular figure on the 
wall paper or listening to the clock's ticks 
men are being wrecked by the allurements 
and uncertainties of business life? How 
many forgeries are committed, how many 
trust funds are swamped, how many pub 
lie moneys are being misappropriated, 
bow many bankruptcies suffered? It may 


be, It Is, very uncomfortable for Noah In- 
side the ark, for the apartment is crowded 
and the air is vitiated with the breathing 
of so much human and animal life, but it 
is not half as bad for l,im as though he 
were outside the ark. There is not an ox, 
or a camel, or an antelopn, or a sheep in- 
side tho ark as badly olT as tho proudest 
king outside. While you are on tha pillow 
or lounge yon will make no bad bargains, 
you will rush into no rash Investments, 
you will avoid tbe mistakes which thou- 
rands of men as good as you are every day 
making. 


Notice also that there was a limit to the 


thut in experience of those ancient mari- 
ners. I suppose tho 40 dnya of the do- 
-cp.nding and uprising floods nnd the 150 
l.iys before tho passengers could go ashore 
;ust have Boomed to those eight people in 
no big boat like a small eternity. "Bain, 
,in, rain!"said tho wife of Noah. "Will

such a storm us that be could stop any 
itonii in your lifetime experience. If h« 
can control a vulture in midsky, he can 
stop a summer bat that flies in at your 
window. At tho right time he will put 
the rainbow ou the cloud and the deluge 
of your misfortunes will dry up. I preaoh 
the doctrine of limitation, relief and dis- 
enthralhnent. At just tho right time the 
pain will cease, tho bondage will drop, tho 
imprisoned will be liberated, the fires will 
go out, the body and mind and soul will 
be free. 
Patience! An old English prov- 


erb referring to long continued Invalid- 
ism, Buys, "A creaking gate bangs long 
on its hinges," and this may be a pro- 
tracted case of valetudinarianism, but you 
will have taken tho last bitter drop, you 
will have suffered tbe last misinterpreta- 
tion, you will feel tho gnawing of the last 
hunger, you will have fainted the last time 
from exhaustion, you will have felt the 
cut of the last lancet, you will havo wept 
under the lu&t loneliness 
The last week 


of the Noachinn deluge came, the last day, 
the last hour, the last moment. The beat- 
ing of the rain on the roof ceased, aud the 
dashing of tho billows on the side of the 
ship quieted, and peacefully as a yacht 
movca out over quiet Lake Cayuga, Coiuo 
or Lucerne, the ark with its illustrious 
passengers and Important freight glided 
to its mountain wharfage.

Notice also that on tbe cessation of the 


dolnse the shut ins came out, and they 
bui*> their houses and cultured their gar- 
dens and started a new world on the ruins 
of tho old world that had been drowned 
out. Though Noah lived 350 years after 
this worldwide accident and no doubt his 
fellow passenger's survived r-nturies, I 
warrant they never got over tailing about 
that voyage. Now, I have seen Dore's pic- 
tures and many other pictures of tho en- 
trance into the ark, two and two, of the 
human family and the animal creation 
into that ship which sailed between two 
worlds, antediluvian world and the post- 
diluvian world, but I never saw a picture 
of their coming out, yet their embarkation 
was not more important than their dlsam- 
Dorkation. Many a crew has entered a 
ship that never landed. Witness the steam- 
er Portland, a short time ago, with 100 
souls on board, going down with all its 
orew and passengers. 
Witness the line of 


sunken ships reaching like a submarine 
cable of anguish across the ocean depths 
from America to Europe. If any ship 
might expect complete wreckage, the one 
Noah commanded might bave expect- 
ed it. But no. Those who embarked dis- 
embarked. Over the plank reaching down 
the side of tbe ark to the Armenian cliffs 
on which they had been stranded tbe pro- 
cession descended. No other wharf felt so 


id or afforded such attractiveness aa 


that height of Ararat when the eight pas- 
sengers put their feet on it. And no soon- 
er bad the last one, the invalided wife of 
Japheth, bedta helped down the plank 
upon the rock than the other apartments 
of the ship were opened, and such a dash 
of bird music never filled the air as when 
Sheen tire orchestra of robin redbreast, and 
morning Isrfc, and chnf^nch, and mocking 
bird, and house swallow took wing into 
the bright sky, while tbe cattle began to 
low and tbe sheep to bleat and the horses 
to neigh for the pasture, which from tbe 
awful submergence bad DOW begun to 
grow green and aromatic. I tell you plain- 
ly nothing interests me more in that trag- 
edy from the first to the last act than tbe 


exit" and the "exeunt," than the fact 


tbab the"shutins" became the "gooufc." 
And I now cheer with this story all tbe 
inmates of sickrooms and hospitals, and 
those prisons where men and women ore 
unjustly eudungeoned, and all the thou- 
sands who are bounded on the north and 
south and east and west by floods, by del- 
uges of misfortune and disaster. The ark 
of your trouble, if it does not land on 
some earthly height of vindication and 
rescue, will land on the heights celestial. 


If you have put your trust in God, yon 


Will come out in the garden of the King, 
among orchards bending with 12 manner 
of fruits and harvests that wave in the 
light of a sun that never sets. As the 
eight passengers of that craft of Captain 
Noah never got over talking about their 
seafaring experiences, so you who have 
been tho shut ins of earth will add un- 
bounded interest to the conversation of 
beaven by recalling and reciting your 
earthly experiences, and the rougher those 
experiences the more thrilling will they be 
to yourself and others who listen. As 
when we sit amid a group of soldiers and 
hear their story of battle or a group of 
tailors and hear their story of cyclones we 
feel stupid because we have nothing in our 
life worth telling, how uninteresting will 
be those souls in heaven who had smooth 
sailing all their lives and no accidents, 
while Noah tells his story of the deluge, 
and Lot his story of escape from destroyed 
cities, and Paul his story of the Alexan- 
drian corn ship, and you tell your story of 
the days and nights and years of the times 
when you were shut in. 
You will be in- 


teresting and sought after in heaven in 
proportion as you are martyrized of pe*se- 
cution and pain on earth. And surely you 
do not want to get the advantage of heav 
enly association and consideration without 
yourself adding some interest to the inter- 
view. I hail all the shut ins because they 
will bo the come outs. Heaven will be all 
the brighter for your earthly privations 
and environments. For a man who has 
always lived in a mansion, and walked in 
fine gardens, and regaled his appetite on 
best fruits, and had warmest furs for win- 
ter, coolest linens for August heat, .ind 
brilliant earthly surroundings, heaven 
will not be so much a change of scone. 
He will bo disposed to say: -'Why, I am 
used to this. Don't show me the gardens. 


Why, 
I was brought up at Chatsworth. 


Don't invite me into a chariot. I always 
had a splendid turnout. Don't invite me 
to the feast. I have been accustomed to 
Belshazzarian banquets. It would be a 
relief to ino if I could leave heaven a littli 
whilo and rough it in some other world." 


But what a heaven it will be for those 


whose limbs were so rheumatic they ceuld 
not take a step when they get wings! 
What a heaven it will be for those who 
were always sick when they are always 
well, and after 20 years of pain to have 
millions of years of health! What a light 
(rill be the fight of heaven for those who 
lin earth could not see their band before 
their faces! And what will the music of 
beaven be to those the tympanum of whose 
ears for many years had ceased to vibrate 1 
Denied on earth the pleasure of listening 
to Hr.ndel and Haydn and Mendelssohn's 
symphonies, at last reaching a world 


I where there never baa been a discord, and 


bearing- singing where all are perfect 
songsters, and oratorios in which all tbe 
nations of heaven chant! Great beaven it 
will be for all who get tnore, but a hun- 
dred times more of a heaven for thoss 


, Who were shut in.

Meanwhile you have all divine and an- 


gelic sympathy in your infirmities. 
That 


satan thoroughly understood poor human 
nature was evidenced when, In plotting to 
make Job do wrong, tho great master o( 
evil, after having failed In every other 
way to overthrow the good man, proposed 
physical distress, and then tho bolls came 
which made him swear right out.

By a strange Providence, for which I 


ghull be.t^forsvor grateful, circumstances 
with which I think you are all familiar, 1 
have adiuinaiou through tho newspaper 
press week by week to tons of thousands 
of God's dear Children who cannot enter 
church on the Sabbath and hear their ox- 
cell out pastors because of the age of the 
sufferers, or their illness, or the lumonnst 
of foot, or their Incapacity to stay in out 
position an hour and a half, or their pov- 
erties, or their troubles of some sort will 
not let them go out of doors, and to them 
as much as to those who hour me I preach 
this sermon, as I preach many of my ser- 
mons, the invisible audience always vaster 
than the visible, some of them tosfiod on 
wilder seas than those thut tossed the eight 
members of Noah's family, and iimtead oi 
40 days of storm and 6 months of being 
shut in, as they were, it ba» bean with 
thene invalids 5 years of "shut in," or 10 
yours of "shut in," or 20 years of "shut 
in " O comforting God!

This result he has reached 
after 14 months of laborous experiment- 
inij. He is now carrying on experiments, 
which he believes will be successful, foi 
thu similar production of emeralds and 
rubies. 


Mr. Schoeni asserts that the only differ- 


encu between his products and those of na- 
ture is one of hardness, his sapphires bav- 
i,nK about two-thirds the natural resisting 
power. However, as color and brilliancy 
are the important requisites of such pre- 
cious stones, used for ornament, the in- 
ventor believes that his products will find 
a ready eule at good prices. 


Mr. Schoeni is not rich and has been 


enabled to curry on his experiments by 
money earned through the invention some 
years ago of new processes of manufactur- 
ing some of the colors employed in the 
celebrated Geneva enamel work at one- 
filth or one-sixth their former cost. 
Sev- 


eral Genevese gentlemen interested in bis 
work have also lent him kindly aid. 
He 


Is now anxious to establish a laboratory 
for tho practical manufacture of his gems, 
but finds that Geneva capitalists demand 
too large a share of the prospective profits. 
Should he receive sufficient inducement 
he is anxious to couie to the United 
States. —Manufacturer.

Stealing to Sustain Life. 


Should a starving man and a woman be 


convicted of theft for taking bread when 
it is to save their life? This question ie 
being keenly discussed in the French 
press. The court at Chateau-Thierry ac- 
quitted a woman who stole bread for bet 
mother and child, who had been without 
food for 36 hours, and an appeal has bean 
lodged on behalf of the government. It is 
argued that such an act is not theft ac- 
cording to French law. The naediasval law 
did not consider it a crime; the criminal 
code of Charles V expressly excluded it, 
and Diderot and the other encyclopedists 
In the encyclopedia published in 1765 said, 
"Any one who takes from necessity and 
iolely to prevent death from starvation 
does not commit the crime of theft."— 
London Chronicle.

Or sound. 
It is hard as a stone, but has 


n soft, linoleumlika feeling under foot, 
and is noiseless. It weighs less than stone 
or cement, and 220 pounds of the prepara- 
tion in powdered form, spread .4 inch 
thick, will cover 90 square feet. The cost 
is said to be exceedingly low, and it can 
be laid without special machinery. It is 
dry in 24 hours, and can then be highly 
polished.—Engineering News.

former is made ot" the following ingre- 
dients: 


Crush half a lemon, add a teaspoon- 


ful of fine sugar, a big lump of ice, one 
jigger of whisky. Mix well. Trim with 
fruit and add setters. 


It is considered clever to brew drinks 


upon the arrival of each guest. The 
"Dewey high ball" is particularly adapt- 
ed to the method, as a shaker is brought 
into play. Put the juice and rind of 
half a lemon into a glass partly filled 
with finely chopped ice. Pour over this 
one-third of a jigger of Santa Cruz and 
two jiggers of whisky. Shake vigor- 
ously, and serve in a long-, thin glass, 
with a dash of carbonated water. 


Here's an eggnog- substitute which is 


a great find: Beat up the yolks of two 
eggs with two tabiespoonfuls of fine 
sugar, add juice of half a lemon and 
two jiggers of orange brandy. Serve 
in mugs, dusted on top with grated 
nutmeg. One mix is enough for two. 
Jack has tested the merits of this drink. 
He smacks his lips and says. "There's 
nothing wanting in quality, but it lacks 
in quantity."

Probable Result 
of 
Insurance Ex- 


change's Latest Action. 


M, P. Miller For Major General, 


Many letters are reaching Congress- 


man Lawrence in favor of the appoint- 
ment of Brig.-Gen. Marcus P. Miller 
as major-general of volunteers. Gen- 
eral Miller was a colonel in the regu- 
lar army when Mr. Lawrence secured 
his advancement to the head of a vol- 
unteer brigade. He is now at Manila 
with the Eighth division, and letters 
from there 
to the war department 


speak in a highly complimentary man- 
ner of his services. 
Secretary Alger 


has informed Mr. Lawrence that no 
further appointments for major-gen- 
eral of volunteers will be made, but 
that General Miller will be considered 
for brigadier-general 
in the regular 


army after the passage of the reor- 
ganization bill. 


Some time ago it was announced in 


The Transcript that the reason for the 
delay In readjusting the local flre in- 
surance rates, as was promised the city 
when the fire department was im- 
proved last summer, was that the New 
England Insurance exchange was wait- 
Ing till the question of co-insurance, or 
the insuring of property wth a guar- 
antee to keep it insured for a certain 
percentage of its value. Thin question 
was scheduled for final settlement last 
Saturday, and after that it was ex- 
pected that the local rates would be 
adjusted satisfactorily at once. 


Word has been received, however. 


that the exchange, after a long meet- 
ing, decided to defer action. The gen- 
eral sentiment of the meeting appeared 
favorable to the proposed change rel- 
ative to co-insurance, making the 
standard rate flat, with discounts for 
co-insurance, in place of a rate in- 
volving co-insurance and a higher rate 
without it. 


But this proposition is complicated 


with the proposition to make a general 
reduction in rates of from 7% to 10 per 
cent, also reported in this paper, and 
the discussion of this reduction in its 
application to various classes of risks 
brought 
out 
wide divergencies of 


opinion and after three hours of ani- 
mated discussion the whole matter was 
referred to a new special committee, 
which will be named by the chairman 
of the exchange. 


Local agents have not received word 


as to whether this means that the 
whole question of lower rates for this 
district is indefinitely postponed or not. 
They were of the opinion when the 
matter was first discussed that this 
city would get a special reduction in 
addition to what was planned for all 
New England, and it is possible that 
this may be granted before the larger 
matter is decided by the exchange. 
But in view of the former decision of 
the exchange not to take local action 
until this matter is decided it is feared 
that the result of Saturday's meeting 
may be to put off for snmo time any 
reduction here.

William Ward Mitchell, a graduate 


of Williams college in the class of 1839, 
and father of W. G. Mitchell, superin- 
tendent of schools in Williamstown, 
died Sunday at Winsted, Conn., where 
he and his wife Lad been at the home 
of their daughter since Thanksgiving. 
Mr. Mitchell was a native of Cum- 
mington and had devoted a long life 
largely to teaching. 
He conducted 


schools at Greenfield and at Tuskegee, 
Ala., before the war, at Chicopee, 
Northampton, Hadley and Ashfleld, 
and during £he days of his retirement, 
when a school in his vicinity proved 
too much physically for the teacher, 
Mr. Mitchell would be called in to re- 
store order and finish out the term. 
Insubordination recognized its master 
when he entered the school room anr] 
that was the end of it. Among his 
pupils at Chicopee was Governor Rob- 
inson—a fact which he used to speak 
of with some vride in the days of Rob- 
inson's high political advancement. In 
1882 Mr. Mitchell served in the state 
house of representatives. He was a 
strong and valued member of the so- 
ciety in which he lived and a. stanch 
supporter 
of 
the 
Congregational 


church, and he served the town many 
years on the school board and in the 
office of selectman. 


The funeral will be held in Cumming- 


ton today.
